INTRODUCTION 


B CASUAL  glance  through  the  pages  of  this 
catalog  will  quickly  convince  the  reader 
of  the  very  complete  collection  of  rare 
and  uncommon  Hardy  Perennials  I have 
gathered  together  here  in  my  trial  grounds,  while  a 
more  intimate  study  of  the  descriptions  will  enlighten 
him  on  the  many  new  forms  of  old-fashioned  flowers 
that  are  now  available. 

My  strains  of  Delphiniums,  Aquilegias,  Lupins, 
Oriental  Poppies,  etc.,  will  amaze  those  who  plant 
them  with  their  great  size,  vigor  and  new  and  hand- 
some colors.  In  fact,  all  through  the  list  old-time 
favorites  are  offered  in  new  and  improved  forms. 

All  plants  I send  out  are  field-grown,  well-rooted 
divisions  of  liberal  size  that  produce  satisfactory 
growth  and  often  give  an  appreciable  amount  of 
bloom  the  first  year.  To  those  who  intend  to  replen- 
ish their  Hardy  Borders,  or  lay  out  new  gardens, 
such  helpful  advice  as  I can  offer  from  years  of 
acquired  knowledge  is  at  their  disposal.  Every  plant 
sent  out  is  true  to  name  and  carefully  labeled,  and 
is  in  the  finest  possible  condition  to  produce  the 
results  one  expects  for  the  first  year.  Such  plants, 
once  well  established,  require  little  care  beyond  the 
ordinary  cultivation  and  watering  necessary  to  main- 
tain health  and  vigor. 

As  I grow  nothing  else  but  Herbaceous  Plants, 
all  my  efforts  are  spent  in  producing  better  plants  of 
the  better  varieties  for  those  who  want  the  best  only. 
All  have  proven  hardy  in  our  rigorous  northern  New 
England  climate,  and  are  fit  to  thrive  in  any  part 
of  the  States.
